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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9-12, 25, 27-30, 42, 44-54, 56-66, 68-114, 118-121 and 125-128 are 
pending with claims 1, 7, 25, 30, 42, 54, 66, 78, 87, 96, 105, 1 14 and 121 being independent. 
Claims 1 and 7 have been amended to change the previously-recited hole or electron transporting 
"layer" to a hole or electron transporting "region." No new matter has been introduced. 

Claims 1, 3-7 and 9-12 have been rejected as being indefinite. Applicant requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection in view of the amendments to claims 1 and 7. 

Claims 25, 27-30, 42, 44-54, 56-66, 68-114, 118-121 and 125-128 have been 
provisionally rejected for obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-148 of copending 
Application No. 10/060,427. Applicants respectfully request that this rejection be held in 
abeyance until the claims of the '427 application have been allowed. In the event that the claims 
of the present application are otherwise found to be allowable before the claims of the '427 
application are allowed, applicant respectfully requests that this rejection should be withdrawn.
